and eastern 


States the daily wages are from one dol- 
lar to one dollar twenty-five cents, being 
higher in the cities. In the more north- 
ern slave Slates wages are not quite so 
high. 
In the newer slave Stales the 


wages of mechanics are higher, varying 
from one to two dollars. 
In the west- 


ern States the price is generally variable, 
being from seventy-five cents to two dol- 
lars per day ; scarcity in a supply tend- 
ing to advance the price ; while the low 
price of provisions, and consequent high- 
er rates of money, has a contrary ten- 
dency. 


In England the average wages of a 


laborer are forty cents per day, bnt the 
standard varies greatly.

if your harrow appears too light, 


throw some weight on, and then you 
will sow one or two bushels of oals per 
acre, as you may think proper. 
The 


oats are intended to protect the young 
grass from drought, and will also protect 
it from the frost during the winter.— 
Perhaps further soulh ilian 40 degrees 
north lalitude, the oais might not be kil- 
led by the frost, and therefore might kill 
the grass in its turn. 
On my farm, oats 


never survive the winter ; therefore, it is 
very beneficial to protect the grass.— 
The oats are to be harrowed in, and 
when this is done, sow from 5 to 8 quarts 
of timothy seed per acre, and roll it in 
if you have no roller, lake a very 
harrow. 
1 have sometimes neither roll- 


ed nor harrowed, and it did well. Jf the 
season should not be favorable, the gross 
should not set well, you mny in time, if 
you see ihni it docs not turn out well, 
cultivate it shallow without turning the 
sward nnd re-sow perhaps in lime. 
I 


have sown in August, bul mostly in thu 
beginning of September, and I have seen 
some neighbors re-sow as late as Ocio- 
ber, and it did well ; by sowing in Au- 
gust, you have iwo chances for a crop. 
If it should fail during the winter, you 
may sow a few quarts of timothy wilh 
a few quarts of cloverseed the lasl of 
February or the March 
following.— 


Spring sowing should be done in a frosiy 
morning, so that when the rays of the 
sun cover ihe ground il will cover the 
seeds. 
The 
clover will increase the 


crop for one or iwo years, and will then 
give way and make room for the timo- 
thy, 
fn March or April you ought to 


sow plaster or ashes, as you mny think 
proper. 
In this way 1 have renovated 


"hound oul land," which would not give 
half a Ion of hay per acre, and through 
this process would -yield from two lo 
three tons per acre for some years after, 
arrd by ihis plan you 
will lo&e nothing-, 


unless a pasture. 
The new crop should 


riot be pastured till after the first mow- 
ing.
